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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Specie II (figures 4A-7B readable on claims 15-36) in the 

reply filed on 4/25/05 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 

specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 

been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 1-14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 15-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Essert (5,440,657) in view of Japan' 742. 

Essert discloses an optical fiber connector 20 and an inherent method for 
coupling a first optical fiber 36 to a second optical fiber 38 via a connector. The 
connector comprising: a bottom portion 30 having a groove 26; a top portion 28; 
and a first wedge 64 and a second wedge 66 that are configured to fit at least 
partially between the top portion and the bottom portion while the top portion is 
attached to the bottom portion; wherein the first and wedges configured to press 
the first and second optical fibers into the groove. Essert's first and second 
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wedges lack the following function as being recited in the claims: the first wedge 
is activated by being slid toward the second wedge; and wherein the second 
wedge is configured to press a second optical fiber into the groove when the 
second wedge is activated by being slid toward the first wedge. 
Japan' 742 discloses an optical fiber connector 32 provided with slidable wedge 
44 for fixing an optical fiber 20 to the connector when the wedge is being slid 
forward (see figure 1C). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to construct or provide the Essert's optical 
connector with slidable first and second wedges in which: the first wedge is 
activated by being slid toward the second wedge; and wherein the second wedge 
is configured to press a second optical fiber into the groove when the second 
wedge is activated by being slid toward the first wedge in view of the teachings of 
Japan' 742. This would provide for a removable connector, which allows the

optical fiber to be repair or replace more easily. 

Regarding the limitations of wherein the first and second wedge each include a 
head portion and a body portion and the body portion has a sloping wedge 
surface and a bottom wedge surface are clearly shown by sloping wedge surface 
42 of Japan' 742. 

Regarding the use of larger v-groove for supporting the buffered portions of the 
optical fiber is well known. Essert and Japan' 742 also disclose larger grooves 
(32b, 34b) and 40, respectively, for supporting the buffered portions of their 
optical fibers.
